Claim 18 has been amended to characterize the substance releasing member 
as configured and sufficiently flexible so that it is capable of being wound up or folded 
to be compacted during non-use. The art does not teach or make obvious this structure 
in a similar claimed combination. 

New claims 46 and 47 recite a lead-out tube that communicates the chemical 
substance from the container towards the substance exposing portion. This structure is 
absent from the cited prior art. 

Claims 48 and 49, each of which depends from claim 1 , recites a method using 
the pest controller therein, and further recites that the user is holding the pest controller 
in the user's hand. In the case of claim 48, the state of the pest controller is changed, 
whereas in claim 49, the pest controller is repositioned to strategically contact the pest 
controller with a spot. The art does not teach or make obvious this method. 

Reconsideration of the rejection of claims 1-21, 26-33, 40, 41, 43-45, favorable 
consideration of new claims 46-49 and allowance of the case are requested.
